THE KING OF THE BOOKSELLERS,* 


In 1772. the “ great hunger year” in Germany, the Secretary of the 
Exchequer to the House of Rudolf Schwartzburg, and his wife Marga- 
retha Heubel, with the imprudence characteristic of young married 
pie, introduced an embryo subject to the rulers of the “ seven-by-nine” 
principality, in which Christopher Frederick Perthes held so honorable 
an office; and in due course the child, being a boy, was christened Fred- 
erick Christopher Perthes, an inversion of the patronymic common among 
his countrymen. The position of Secretary became vacant not many years 
after, and Margaretha was left a widow, with no exchequer whatever, and 
a pension of twenty-one florins as a slight testimonial of national grati- 
tude, which being inadequate to provide much besides the consolation 
of a connection with the state, she accepted the useful but not elevated 
position of nurse in the family of a kinsman, and consigned her little 
Frederick to the care of her mother. With a perversity not uncommon 
to old ladies, his new guardian left him when he was about seven years 
of age for that bourne from which, according to Shakspeare, there is 
no return trip. Deserted by his grandmother, the young Frederick 
took refuge with his maternal uncle, Frederick Heubel, who in the 
“old Castle of Schwartzburg was enjoying, as equerry and overseer, 
the retirement provided for him by his Prince.” The old equerry seems 
to have divided liis attention between the study of horses and the 
tian philosophy, and passed through life under a deep sense of the con- 
descension of his prince, who, with laudable humility, consented to eat, 
drink, and sleep after the fashion of the commons—or, to use the better 
expression of the biography, “ his whole being was penetrated by that 
devoted fidelity characteristic of the royal servant of the Middle Ages.” 
He kept house in Rudolfstadt, with an aged sister, represented as the 
most estimable and amiable of creatures as long as she had her own 
way, but “when not allowed to rule she became irritable and ill-hu- 
mored.” To these good people and to a near relation of his mother, 
John David Heubel, Perthes owed the foundation of many good and 
virtuous habits. At fourteen years of age, he was deemed fit to apply 
himself to some calling, and as an uncle, Justus Perthes, was a pretty 
successful publisher and bookseller at Gotha, that business was decided 
upon as best suited to the boy, who, anticipating an inexhaustible sup- 
ply of reading, gladly agreed. The manner of his apprenticeship and 
his experience in the first years of his new life, we give in the words 
of his biography: 

In the year 1786, Schirach the agen took the boy with him to the 
fair at Leipzig, to seek a master. He was then fourteen years of 
The first person to whom he introduced him was Herr Ruprecht of 
Gottingen, an aged man, who spoke kindly to him, and desired him to 
conjugate the verb amo; but when he found this too great a demand 
on his learning, he refused to engage him. He was then taken to Herr 
Siegert at Liegnitz; but the tall gaunt figure of the man in his long 
flame-colored overcoat, reaching to the heels, so frightened him that he 
could not say a word; “he was too shy for the book-trade,” it was said. 
At last, however, Adam Frederick Bohme, who carried on business in 
Leipzig, and supplied the Rudolfstadt library with books, showed him- 
self disposed to take him, but “the boy must go home for a year; he is 
too delicate for the work yet.” When tbe year had elapsed, indentures 
were signed by the uncle and the future master. 

On Sunday the 9th of September 1787, the boy of fifteen took his 

at in the open mail, to begin the great journey of life. “In the even- 
ing at Saalfeld I felt very sad,” he wrote to his uncle, “ but I met with 
many kind people.” On a cold and oe | day, he passed through Neas- 
tadt, Gera, and Zeitz; and on Tuesday the 11th of September, at three 
o'clock in the afternoon, reached his master’s house in i “Why, 
boy, you are no bigger than you were a year ago, but we make a 
trial of it. and see how we get on together,” exclaimed Bohme. His 
wife and her six daughters and little son, as well as an apprentice who 
had been resident four years, all received him kindly. “TI like Leipzig 
very much,” wrote Perthes, peoapencnces | on his arrival; “and I 
all will go well, especially as my comrade is a very honest fellow. 
young ladies also seem extraordinarily kind ; erika, - 
second daughter, came into my room in order, as she said, to drive away 
fancies and whims.” ‘ Herewith,” writes his master, “I have the

On the morning after his arrival, the first words young Perthes heard 
were these,—‘ Frederick, you must let your hair grow in front to a 
brush, and behind to a cue, and get a pair of wooden buckles—lay aside 
your sailor’s round hat—a cocked one is ordered. This once universal 
custom had latterly disappeared, but Bohme tolerated no new fashions 
among his apprentices. ‘ You are not to leave the house, either morn- 
ing or qoute, without my permission. On Sundays you must accom- 

urch.” The two apprentices certainly were not spoiled 
ce. Their master’s house was in Nicholas-Street, and 
an inner chamber up four pair of stairs, so overcrowded 
with two beds and stools, the table and the two trunks, which consti- 
tuted its whole furniture, as scarcely to admit of their turning in it. 
little window opened on the roof; in the corner was a small stove, 
heated during the winter by three small logs of wood, doled out every 
evening as their allowance. Every morning at six o’clock they both 
received a cup of tea, and every Sunday, as a provision for the coming 
week, seven lumps of sugar, and seven halfpence to purchase bread. 
“ What I find hardest,” said Perthes to his uncle at Schwartzburg, “ is, 
that I have only a halfpenny roll in the morning—I find this to be 
seanty allowance. In the afternoon, from one till eight, we have not a 
morsel—that is what I call hunger; I think we ought to have some- 
.” Dinner and supper they took with the family, plentifully and 
well; but, alas! for them, when some fat roast with gourd-sauce, was 
set upon the table, for it was a law that whatever was put upon the 
plate must be eaten. The “Er,” [used by children towards a parent

i erthes, but he wrote cheerfully, 
** Not the slightest thing is — of me which could hurt my feel- 
ings; while other apprentices have to clean their master’s buckles, to 
cover the table, and take the coffee to the warehouse, none of these 
t are required of us.” 
hme was not indeed a man of varied learning or great mental 
gewes but he had a good understanding, a character of the strictest 
tegrity, and was not without reverence for knowledge and all noble 
things. He labored uninterruptedly every day, from seven in the morn- 
ing till eight at night, with the intermission of one hour at noon. Sun- 
day after service was devoted to the “Jena Literary Gazette,” every 
word of which he faithfully perused, and then took a walk round the 
city. He never played, never entered a public-house, never received 
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a at home, and drank nothing stronger than water. Occasion- 


e summer he would go over to Entritzsch with his family, and 
drink a bottle of gose, [ a kind of light-colored beer,} and once in the 
course of the year he was accustomed to make en excursion to the val- 
a about twelve miles from Leipzig, in company with his 
Ww household—wife, children, and apprentices. He was exceedingly 

but equally irritable, and apt when excited to give vent 
to a torrent of abuse. Great were the sufferings of Perthes from this 
irritability, during the two years of his inexperience in the business. 
“That which troubles me most,” writes the boy, “is my master’s pas- 
sionate temper. If we have made the slightest blunder, he breaks out 
upon us; this is very different from what I have been accustomed to, 
and I feel it very hard to bear, but I shall get used toit in time.” When 
the fit of passion was over, Buhme would good-naturedly endeavor to 
make peace with the boy by bringing him fruit, or sharing with him his 
afternoon coffee, and the accompanying lumps of sugar. This most 
temperate man, and stern disciplinarian, had a heavy domestic sorrow 
to bear. His wife was addicted to strong drinks, and the household 
economy accordingly, so far as it depended on her, fell into disorder. 
This melancholy g frequently put the poor apprentices in the most 
painful position. “I am often in perplexity,” wrote Perthes, “ cut of 
which I cannot extricate myself, for Madame has things brought to her 
in secret, which she quickly disposes of. The master would fain know 
that passes, and I would gladly, like an honest servant, tell all to one 
though weak is so good at heart, were it not that I should thus 
only insure my own misery, for many occasions arise in which he can- 
not a me, and which he is powerless to alter: from seven o'clock 
in the morning till eight at night, he is at business, and the children do 
they please, tbe mother being quite unable to restrain them.” 
The time of the apprentice was wholly occupied by the work at the 
which was situated in the old Neumarket. “I have not 
much enjoyment of our little room,” he writes, “for we begin work at 
seven o'clock, return to dinner at half-past twelve, and are at business 
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again from one till eight; then comes supper, and it is only after this 











that we have any time to ourselves. We dare on no account leave the 
house in the evening. On Sunday we must go early to church, and te 
none but St. Peter’s. In the afternoon, after a sharp cross-exeminati 
he lets us out for a couple of hours.” The employment was, during the 
first year and a half, wholly mechanical. When books published bys 
Leipzig bookseller were ordered, if not among Béhme's stoek, they hag 
to be obtained from other warehouses. This part of the business fell to 
the youngest apprentice, and gave him at first enough to do. “There 
are so many little details in our business,” he writes, “that it takes 
some time for a beginner to understand them, and the master booksel- 
lers use abbreviations for everything, such as the titles of books, and gp 
forth. After a year or so one understands this, but a beginner is sure to 
make blunders, and if I ask a question, I get for answer nothing but, 
‘Don’t you understand German?’” The work whieh fell to him ag 
the youngest apprentice, kept him in the streets or in the warehouses of 
other publishers during the whole of the first winter. His vivacity, 
united with great modesty of demeanor, won for him the favor of al} 
the trade; he was the only apprentice who was allowed the privilege 
of warming himself in the counting-houses while the books he came for 
were being fetched. His hard lot excited sympathy. When towards 
dusk he returned half frozen and with wet feet to the warehouse, he 
had to stand for hours upon the stone flags collating. Bihme, who had 
never been ill in his life, and was particularly hardy, never had the shop 
heated, but kept himself warm by dint of stamping his feet and rubbing 
his hands. He was not more considerate of others than careful of him- 
self. The consequence was, that in the first winter of his residence at 
Leipzig, Perthes’ feet were frost-bitten; Bihme saw his distress, but 
took no notice until he was unable to walk, when the nearest surgeon 
was at last set for. Eckhold came, and at once declared that if another 
day had been allowed to pass, it would have been necessary to amputate 
the feet. Nine long weeks the boy lay in his bed in the little attic 
chamber, but not neglected—for his master’s second daughter, Frederika, 
a lovely child of twelve years, tovk him under her charge, and tended 
bim with care and affeetion. All day long she sat, knitting-needles in 
hand, by the bedside of the invalid, talking with him, consoling and 
ministering. 

As we propose to notice but a few of the special events of his life, 
and those perhaps not in their precise chronological order, it may be 
as well to say that Frederika became his first love. The boy seems to 
have been doubtful of his powers of captivation, for on the introduc- 
tion of a new and bolder appprentice named Nessig, he assumed that 
the stranger was the most favored, and with a magnanimity somewhat 
unusual in these post-chivalric days abandoned the field to his rival, 
asking only the compensation of being his friend. This episode in his 
life contains cross-purposes and misapprehensions sufficient for several 
modern farces, and winds up with an amusing dénouement. For when, 
to settle the matter, the young lady is appealed to for a decision, she 
declares she loves both, but will marry neither. 

The life of a bookseller’s apprentice at Leipzig was not noted for 
strict regularity in those days, whatever it may be at present; and 
society was divided and classified pretty much on the same principle 
which obtains everywhere else. Perthes was a good lad and an atten- 
tive correspondent. His letters from early youth to latest age have 
mainly contributed to these interesting volumes, and we shall avail 
ourselves of a few passages by which to convey an idea of his youthful 
character and the peculiarities of his times. ‘“ You thought,” he writes 
to his uncle, “ that I should get into good society here, but this is im- 
possible without money; for those who have position or fortune are 
very exclusive, and the pride of the merchants’ sons who can afford to 
play a four-groschen game at billiards, and drink a bottle of wine out 
of their very pocket-money, presents an impassable barrier to my inter- 
course with them. The booksellers’ apprentices are, with only two 
exceptions, dissipated youths, who spend the Sunday, their only holi- 
day, at the taverns in all kinds of excess.” At Christmas, his master 
always made him a present of two dollars as pocket-money for the 
year. An extraordinary piece of good fortune would now and then 
come in the shape of a present from his uncle at Gotha. “If you could 
see me now, my dear uncle, you would not know me,” he writes in the 
summer of 1789, “ for I am much taller, and, through my uncle’s kind- 
ness, very well dressed in a green coat with a short waist, and buttons 
behind, after the English fashion, trowsers of new English nankin, and 
a white waistcoat. What would you have more? But I must have a 
great coat at Michaelmas, and then the dollars must spin,—hurrah! 
have the two still, but I shall look my last at them then.” . 

With a fruga ity and unaffectedness which we fancy to be rare in 
our days, but which are the firmest basis for prosperity in the material 
concerns of life, Perthes passed his probationary period in Leipzig. Ac- 
cording to agreement, his term of service expired at Michaelmas, 1793; 
“but Béhme’s friend, Hoffmann, the Hamburgh bookseller, who had 
carefully observed Perthes and admired his business qualities, requested 
his master to set him free before the close of his term, as he wW 
to engage him as an assistant, in the Easter of the same year. Bohme 
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consented: at a grand entertainment, he came up to Perthes, told him 
to rise, gave him a gentle slap on the face, presented him with a sword, 
addressed him as ‘Sie’ [expressive of equal condition,] and the appren- 
ticeship to the book-trade was at an end.” 

In his new situation, Perthes conducted himself with the same in- 
dustry and intelligence which had distinguished him at Leipzig. He 
was introduced to a larger and more important establishment, the 
duties of which were correspondingly increased; but he accepted with 
pleasure, and improved with profit, the ——— which wis now 

resented of extending his information. ‘ We never close,” he writes, 
“till nine o’clock at night, and once in the week we have to sit up half 
through the night, and on each alternate Sunday we have to assist in 
the business half the day. This is in ordinary seasons, but at the ap- 
proach of a fair the work can scarcely be overtaken.” 

Such leisure as he had from his unavoidable occupations was em- 

|: yed in improving his mind by study. He succeeded at last, and not 
without difficulty, in obtaining access to intellectual society and form- 
ing the acquaintance of congenial minds. _ liis friends increased in num- 
ber, and the confidence which his conscientiousness and perseverance 
inspired secured him, in time of need, their active aid and material 
assistance. By their advice, and atter careful consideration, having 
previously declined a generous offer to set him up in business, he de- 
termined to commence the profession of a bookseller in conjunction 
with his old fellow-apprentice and rival for the love of Frederika, and 
a young Hamburgh merchant, his own share of the necessary capital 
being loaned by a friend. It will be not only interesting, but instruc- 
tive, to observe the principles upon which Perthes entered into busi- 
ness; and we again make an extract, the value of which, as an exam- 
ple, cannot be over-estimated : 

At the outset indeed, Perthes regarded the book-trade as the means 
of acquiring property and achieving independence; but a sense of the 
importance of his “ beloved book-trade,” as he was wont to call it, to 
the whole intellectual life of the German people, soon took such entire 
possession of his soul, that during the whole course of his long life, we 
are justified in saying, the mere question of gain had little weight with 
him, Where a large conception of the nature of the book-trade did not 
exist, it seemed to him that learning and art were endangered by its 
operations. “If there be no blower,” he would say, “ the greatest ar- 
tiste would strike the organ to no purpose.” In more than one district 
where literature lay dead, he had seen it revive and flourish by the set- 
tlement of an active bookseller in the locality. Regarding the business 
from this point of view, he could not but complain that far too little 
attention had hitherto been devoted to this most interesting branch of 
industry. He had further observed, that where a bookseller possessed 
an educated taste, works of a high class were in demand; and that 
where, on the other hand, the bookseller was a map of low taste and 
immoral character, a licentious and worthless literature had a wide cir- 
culation. Supported by these facts, Perthes ascribed to the book-trade 
in general, and to each individual bookseller, an important influence on 
the direction in which the public sought its mental food; and clearly 
perceiving the influence of literature upon thought and life, he was con- 
vinced both then and throughout his whole life, that the book-trade, and 
the manner in which it was conducted, had a most important part to 
play in giving direction to the course of events. 

He was aware that the book trade could be managed mechanically 
and viewed merely as a means of livlihood, but he saw elsewhere also, 
among priests and professors, ministers and generals, some who, in 
giving their services, thought only of their daily bread. A shudder 
came over him when he saw booksellers make common cause with a 
crew of scribblers who hired out their wits for stabling and provender. 
“ Where,” writes he in 1794, “ where will you find a body of men so 
deficient in the requisite information, and so negligent of the duties of 
their calling, as the booksellers? Germany is deluged with wretched 
and abominable publications, and will be delivered from this plague only 
when the booksellers shall care more for honor than for gold.” His 
friend Campe had proposed to institute a tribunal of booksellers, and 
thus to render impossible the publication of injurious works. But ear- 
nestly as Perthes desired the elevation of the calling to which with all 
the energy of his nature he had now devoted himself, he nevertheless 
regarded the execution of such a proposal to be not only impracticable 
but Gengerons—introducing, in fact, a censorship of the press in another 
form. It was only in the elevation of the whole body and of each 
individual member, that he hoped for progress. “Dear Campe,” he 
Writes, “in order to bring about all that is possible and desirable, let us 
first see that we ourselves are what we ought to be; let us also increase 
our knowledge, and strive as much as ible to win for our opinions 


friends and advocates among the young people of our own standing. 
There are now five of us, and what may not five accomplish if only they 

€ in earnest? Let each strive to diffuse a high tone over his pc culiar 
circle; let each seek out some choice spirits, and if we persevere, and 
God favor us, what may we not accomplish?{—what good may we not 
be the means of bringing about? Write me your views on the subject, 
I entreat you, quickly, and at length.” 





In Easter, 1796, he left his situation, and proceeded to Fair, 
in order to open up communications with publishers, The he 
issued was to the following effect:—“ I wish to signify to you my in- 
tention of establishing myself in Hamburgh as a bookseller, and to beg 
your confidence and support in this undertaking. In asking this, 
becomes my duty to give some information concerning my past expe- 
rience in the business I propose to conduct. Allow me to refer 

to Herr Bihme of Leipzig, under whom I served six years, and to Herr 
Hoffmann of Hamburgh, whom I have served for the last three years. 
If you think it necessary to make any further inquiries, I shall endeavor 
to give you every possible satisfaction, either orally or in we 
His enterprise was looked doubtfully on by some, and the capital wh 

he possessed was inadequate to the purpose; but his friends stood by 
him. and he was enabled to begin. 

The preparations being all made, Perthes announced the o' of 
his business by the following advertisement in the “ Hamb Corre- 
spondent ” of the 11th July 1796:—*“TI hereby make known T have 
established a new bookseller’s shop, which is now opened. In ap be 
the best books published in Germany, old and new, are to be : 
and I venture to promise, that I will procure any book which is to be 
had in other parts of Europe. A portion of my assortment is ready 
bound, in order to meet the wishes of the reading public more readily 
to facilitate to the purchaser the knowledge of what he is buying, and 
to supply the wants of the passing traveller more adequately. 

‘*-T am persuaded that by beginning in this manner, I fyb 
in a useful enterprise. Whatever may be incomplete and ve in 
the manner of carrying out my arrangements, I shall endeavor to 
remedy assoon as I bave acquired a better acquaintance with the wishes 
of the public. In order to make a visit to my shop and, 50 
far as I am able within my own sphere, to aid in di a knowledge 
of recent literature, I shall take care that a copy of every German 
nal, every novelty of the day, and all writings of general interest, shall 
always lie in my shop for inspection. To attention, punctuality, and 
politeness to those who shall visit me, I pledge myself in all cireumstan- 
ces as a duty.” 

The business was now established with good hope of success, It 
was, as Perthes said later in life, a bold and adventurous youthful under- 
taking; but it was founded on a correct insight into the important 
movements and necessities of the literary life of that period. 

We find that what we had expected to compress within the neces- 
sary limits to which an article in this journ OF ave shell be obliged 
expanded itself to more formidable dimensions, and we shall be 
to defer its conclusion until our next number. The general’ interest

NOTES ON CURRENT FRENCH LITERATURE. — 


Parts, 21st August, 1856. 


The French, like the Chinese, still regard their country as the Mid- 
dle Kingdom, the centre of the world, and the inhabitants of e 
other country as outside barbarians, But the Great Wall is not so 
as it used to look, and a growing curiosity in the customs and 
the literature and history of foreign nations, is manifested by the in- 
creasing number of books which treat of these subjects. France can 
claim an honorable share in the rich contributions which have been 
made to Geographical Science during the last half century. This is 
evident from the Coup d’wil Historique sur les voyages et sur les 
de la Geographie depuis 1-00 jusgu’en 1856, par E, Cortambert, An- 
cien Secretaire Général de la Société de Goegrep hes a from 
the new edition of Malte-Brun’s Geography, just pu ufour, 
Mulat and Boulanger. Among recent nae which offer information 
respecting foreign countries from archeological or artistical, 
or literary, commercial or political points of view, may be mentioned : 
LT’ Orient, published by E. Flandin, in which the arts of design have a 
larger share than literature, its 50 plates representing the most inter- 
esting views and monuments on the shores of the Bosphorus; Jerusalem, 
Etude et reproduction photographique des eemgercy de la Ville Sainte, 
depuis Vépoque judaique jusgu'd nos jours, par Auguste 
pe par be ministre da V instruction publique d’une mission scienti- 
Jique en Orient. It consists of two parts, each of which may be 
cured separately—the first, a volume of text, about 300 pages, ihius- 
trated with wood-cuts and accompanied by three plates; the second, 
180 photographic representations of the monuments of 5 to 
be completed in 60 livraisons, or numbers; Voyage dans le Pays des 
Négres, by M. Arme Raffenel. It is full of curious facts the 
populations traversed by the author, not without peril, on his way to 
the colony of Senegal, where he was sent on a mission from govern- 
ment ;—La Désert et le Soudan, by Count d’Escayrac de Lautare; La 

Vie Arabe, by F. Mornand; La Gupins Frangaise, ses mines Wor ét 
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ses autres richesses, by M. de Saint-Amant; and Un Eté aubord de la 


Baltique, by X. Marmier. Some of the French Reviews have noticed 
a ws 4 which, I think, was announced to be published at Paris, which 
was, in fact, offered to more than one publisher here, but which has 
just —— at St. Petersburgh, entitled Za Bulgarie Ancienne et Mo- 
derne, by André Papadopoulo Vretos, formerly Greek Consul at Varna, 
who wrote it before the recent Eastern war had lent such peculiar 
interest to the subject as it now possesses. 
The superiority of the Géographie Elémentaire Ancienne et Moderne 
of Letronne to all other school geographies in France has been shown 
the success of twenty-six consecutive editions. But the progress 
5 oprephical knowledge had already left it in the lurch when its 
author died in 1848. In revising it for the twenty-seventh 
edition, which has just appeared, Mr. Alexander Bonneau, Member of 
the Central Commission of the Geographical Society of France, has 
made almost an entire new work of it, opening to students the grand 
horizons of modern geography; revealing to them, by ethnographic, 
commercial and statistical notions, the importance of the different eoun- 
tries of the globe. He exhibits the question of the Isthmus of Suez, 
the similar projects entertained with reference to the Isthmus of Cen- 
tral America, describes the routes of the Inter-Oceanic Railway of Pa- 
nama, indicates the immense results that might be obtained for com- 
merce and civilization, by uniting the Amazon and La Plata by means 
of the rivers falling into them ; enlarges upon Algeria, reproduces, with 
exactitude, the political changes that have taken place on the globe 
up to 1856; in a word, fills the volume with a multitude of important 
scientific notions, concisely stated, and renders it at once a good text- 
book for students, and a convenient manual for men of the world. 

French school-books are, as a general thing, not to be compared 
with American school-books. I saw yesterday in the Siécle an acknow- 
ledgment of this fact by a writer who signs himself “Oscar Comet- 
tant,” and who, in his series of articles in that journal, under the title 
of Trois ans aux Etats Unis, does not betray much inclination to find any 
thing good that comes out of the transatlantic Nazareth. He feels 
bound to say, however, “/’ Amérique est, je crois, le pays qui a fourni 
les meilleurs abrégés de toutes les branches de instruction et de toutes 
les sciences. America is, I believe, the country which has furnished 
the best epitomes of all branches of instruction and of all the sciences.” 
But he must fain add that “these books are, for the most part, sum- 
maries of books of the same kind printed in Germany, France and Eng- 
land. The Americans have no scruple in taking what’s good wherever 
they find it.” However justly the charge of plagiarism may be pre- 
ferred against certain manufacturers of school-books in the United 
States, England, at least, has had the good sense to adopt not a few of 
the best American productions of this kind, and France might well 
profit by the example. Mr. Oscar Comettant, by-the-by, deigns to ex- 
cept Haward College, near Boston, (he means Harvard, perhaps,) from 
the anathema which he pronounces against American institutions of 
learning. ‘ He praises one of your New York schools, but sets down 
nearly all American teachers as ignoramuses, queerly enough citing a 
Gascon, an Auvergnat, and a German, as living proofs in point. ‘He 
is surprised that lecturers usually earn more than pianists in the United 
States, where, he informs us, there are only three, out of a legion of 
lecturers, Who can be named as Vraiment instruits, really well in- 
structed. These three are “ Thackeray, F. Moagher, (Meagher?) and 
Everett—an Englishman, an Irishman, and a Bostonian!” 

Another French writer, Alfred Assolant, whose name is as new to 
me as that of Oscar Comettant, manifests about as much affection for 
the “ Yankees” as the latter seems to have, in an article on “ Walker 
au Nicaragua,” in the last number of the Revue des Deux Mondes. Mr. 
Assolant shrinks from saying himself what he puts discreetly into the 
mouth of a Spanish friend, and then gently blames as too severe 
a judgment. But he manages to have the judgment expressed. After 
declaring that “the Yankees are quite respectable folks, hot patriots, 
but bad reasoners,” he makes his Spaniard exclaim, “ Let’s leave these 
folks to their folly. Born of yesterday, the pride of living has already 
turned their brain. The proscribed of all nations, they believe them- 
selves the élite of humanity. They aspire to domination. What have 
they given to the world to entitle them to govern it? With what 
great men are their annals filled? With Washington, respectable man, 
egotistical and mediocre; with Jackson, brutal and pertidious soldier, 
a real trooper; with Cooper, the most wearisome of all romance 
writers—-de Washington, honnéte homme, egoiste et mediocre ; de Jack- 
son, soldat brutal et perfide, vrai troupier; de Cooper, le plus ennuyeux 
de romanciers/” Assolant makes his Spanish friend rave for a page 
after this fashion, winding up with a comparison of Brother Jonathan 
and John Bull to the Pharisee in the parable, and an avowal of his 
belief that “of the two thieves between whom the Saviour was cruci- 
fied, one was surely an Englishman and the other a Yankee!” Asso- 
lant is good enough to think this a little too severe; and, however he 
and his Spanish friend may feel about it, he cannot help concluding— 
“* What is true is that, will he nill he, the North Americans will peo- 











a 
ple, and will possess Central America—Ce gui est vrai, c'est que de 
gré ou de force les Américains du Nord peupleront et possederong 
VAmérique Centrale.” They certainly will not be prevented by Aggo. 
lant’s quixotic Hidalgo, nor by Assolant himself to boot. 

The last number of the erue de Puric most completely exposes g 
flagrant act of literary larceny, of whieh no less a personage than Count 
Arthur de la Guerroniére was guilty in the first part of his new work 
“les Souverains Ecrivains et les Guvies de Nupoleon II!” published 
in the Rerue Contemporaine on the 15th of July. Almost all that 
Count Arthur de Ia Guerroniére said in that article respecting Henri 
IV. as a writer, was plagiarized from an excellent work by Eugene 
Jung, which was published in 1855 at Paris, under the title of Heng 
IV. Eerivain. 

The seventh volume of JZistoire d Espagne depuis les Premiers tem 
historiques jusqu’d la mort de Ferdinand VII., by Rosseeuw Saint-Hilaire 
has just been published. Aside from the dramatic interest which Prof, 
Saint-Lilaire gives to his narrative, and from the charms of his style, 
the higher qualities of good faith, perfect sincerity, and deep sense of 
the importance of the religious questions involved in his subject, can- 
not fail to recommend this volume. The author believes the Retorma- 
tion to have been “God's work;” and his portraits of Luther, Henry 
VIIL, Francis I., and other prominent characters who figured in the 
age which he describes, will be recognized, at least by Protestants, to 
be as faithful and true as they are graphic. 

The interesting article of Mr. Ambroise Firmin Didot in the Nou- 
velle Biogruphie Generale (published by Messrs. Didot), upon those 
celebrated printers, the Etiennes, has been issued separately, under the 
title of Les Ltiennes. 

In a one-franc volume, just published by Michel Levy Fréres, enti- 
tled Musiciens Contemporains, Mr. Henri Blaze de Bury, a clever critic, 
introduces us to Weber, Mendelssohn, Spohr, Meyerbeer, Nielsgade, 
Chopin, Jenny Lind, Paer, Spontini, Cherubini, Rossini, Bellini, Doni- 
zetti, Mercadante, Verdi, Auber, llerold, Ilalevy, Felicien | David, 
Adolphe Nourrit, La Pasta, La Malibran, and La Sontag—all names 
dear to the lovers of song. W. S. Cuase. 








Piterary Intelligence. 


Mons. Vattemare, whose distinguished and disinterested labors in behalf 
of international literary exchanges have made his name equally well known 
in America as in Europe, is engaged upon a project which, if consummated, 
will be of importance to the interests of literature. lle proposes an arrange- 
ment by which depots may be established in France, England, and America, 
for the reciprocal deposition of all books published in those countries, Thus, 
as between America and France, he recommends that in Paris a suitable 
office be opened for the reception of all books published in America, and in 
New York another similar office be opened for all books published in France, 
By such means he naturally expects to give each country the advantage of 
the valuable literature of the other, which, from not being known, is now 
neglected and lost. This project has a practical bearing upon the publish- 
ing business in both countries. Books which are well worthy of translation 
and large circulation are being continually issued, and would, by the plan 
proposed, be brought directly under the iumediate notice of authors, editors, 
and publishers. The project seems feasible, and, under the persevering 
management of its originator, may very likely be carried into effect. 





Sampson Low, Son & Co., prominent booksellers and publishers of London, 
and engaged extensively in the business of republishing and selling American 
books. have nearly completed a general Catalogue of original American works 
since the year 1800. We have been politely furnished with proof-sheets of 
the portion already in type, and from the Preface obtain the following nw 
merical summary of publications in this country during the last few years:— 
“From the absence of any literary journal in the country prior to 1850, or 
any special attention paid to the subject, the utmost care and research do 
not enable us to give any reliable information prior te 185u: all that we can 
learn rests upon the computation of the general Essayist and Statistician, 
amongst whom it seems to be general'y agreed, that in the twelve years, 
ending 1842, nearly half the publications issued in the United States were 
reprints of English books, and that the entire number of works did not ex- 
ceed two thousand. There are no means of verifying either this number or 
the proportion ; but the increase and por gaa nationality of the Litera- 
ture during the last five years are very striking, testifying at once by its pro- 
gressive character to the position, strength, and value of the literature of the 
country at the present day. During 1852, unavoidably including many really 
published in the preceding six months, we find there were 966 new books 
and new editions; 312 of which were reprints of English books, and 56 
translations from other countries. During 1853, 879 new books and new 
editions, including 298 reprints of English books, and 37 translations 
During 1854, 765 new books and new editions, of which 277 were reprints 
of English books, and 41 translations. During 1855, 1,092 new books and 
new editions, including 250 reprints of English books, and 38 translations. 
And during the six months to July, 1856, 751 new books and new editions, 
of which but 102 were reprints of English books, and 26 translations.” 
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We learn from one of the firm of Sampson Lew, Son & Co., London, now 
on a visit to the United States, that the privilege of American authors, un- 
der certain conditions, to copyright protection in England, may soon be defi- 
nitively settled, The English house publish Mrs Stowe’s new work, “ Dred, 
and Miss Warner's “ Hills of the Shatemuc;” and they lay claims to copy- 
right property in both, each upon a different basis, Mrs. Stowe’s rests upon 
the fact of her residence at the time ef publication, she having written the 


*Jast hundred pages in London; and Miss Warner's upon the international 


copyright treaty between France and England, Messrs. Sampson Low, Son & 
Co. having obtained her book through a French house. Should this effort 
to establish the right of the American author be successful, literary men and 

ublishers will be under great obligations to the London firm; in any event, 
they deserve much praise. We have learned since the above was in type, 
that the books mentioned will be re-printed by Routledge, of London, who 
will accept the responsibility, and abide the result. 


Messrs. Dix, Epwarps & Oo. have made arrangements to reprint the 
weekly numbers of Household Words in advance of the receipt of the original 
copies. They will be able to anticipate, often by many days, the usual time 
of getting that favorite periodical in America, 


The Smithsenian Institution is now busily engaged in sending off its numerous 
and valuable contributions to foreign scientific and literary institutions. If sent 
altogether the collection will be a considerable item in the freight-list of the 
vessel that carries it. In return for these periodical transmissions from our 
side the water, the Smithsonian continually receives highly valuable aug. 
mentations to its rich stores from all the civilized countries of the globe. 
Yesterday, for instance, as many as seventy-seven new hydrographic maps 
and charts, with twenty corrected ones, and accompanying documents and 
books, arrived from the British Admiralty, forwarded by John Washington, 
Esq., Hydrographer, all of them of great value and importance to our na- 
vigating interests. Very ore sag | also has been received a unique work 
from the Government of Austria, forcing the ready admiration of every be- 
holder. It consists of five hundred folio and thirty quarto engravings of the 
plants of the Austrian Empire, all of them perfect fac-similes of the originals, 
and executed in the best style of modern art. It is a work that could be ac- 
complished only by the means of a government, and certainly confers honor 
on the authorities that planned and executed it. This great national tribute 
to betanical science is in five volumes, and is called “ Physiotypia Plantarum 
Austriacarum,” or “The Natural Self-printing Process, in its application to 
the vascular plants of the Austrian Empire with especial regard to the ner- 
vations and the surface organs of the plants, by Constantine Von Ettinghan- 
sen and Alois Pokorny.” The plan by which the beautiful and exact copies 
of these plants, with their leaves, flowers, and roots, is thus effected is sim- 
ply this: the plant is placed upen a sheet of pure lead, which is very soft, 
and on it is laid a copper sheet of similar size; both sheets are then pressed 
powerfully together, so asto impress the print of the plant on the lead. The 
electrotyping process is then applied and the plate is printed. Accompany- 
ing the plates is a volume of explanatory letter-press—National Intelligencer. 





Mrs. Fitzsimon, O’Connell’s favorite and most accomplished daughter, has 
nearly completed her long-expected Life of her father. We notice the death 
of her husband, Clerk of the Hanaper in Ireland, announced as having taken 
place in July, in Italy. 


Dr. Doran author of Zable Traits, Habits and Men, and other popular 
works, has nearly ready a new work, in two volumes, to be called Monarchs 
Retired from Business, It will be issued, simultaneously with the English 
edition, by Redfield ef this city, who has now almost ready Knights and their 
Days, which is now in its third Londen edition,) by the same distinguished 
author. 

The Gentleman’s Magazine, the oldest of the English periodicals, being 
about 120 years old, has lately passed into the hands of Mr. Parker, a lead- 
ing publisher in Oxford, by whom it is to be continued, with an infusion of 
new spirit. Mr. W. E. Gladstone, who was Chancellor of the Exchequer in 
Lord Aberdeen’s administration, is now a leading writer in the Gentleman's,

Mr. Cobden is employing the Parliamentary recess in the composition of

Mr. Disraeli, accompanied by his clever and wealthy wife, has left Eng- 
land on a Continental tour. He is understood to have nearly completed ano- 
ther political novel. 


The new volume (the eleventh) of the Hncyelopedia Britannica brings 
the work down to the article Humboldt. The biography of Thomas Hood 
is by R. M. Milnes the poet. 


There is a rumor that Thomas Carlyle has abandoned his half written Life 
and Times of Frederick the Great, and is about producing a biography of 
Washington. 


The Anniversary Meeting of the Ray Society was held during the meeting 
of the British Association at Cheltenham. It appears from the Report of the 
Council that they have now published their two great serial works, Agassiz’s 
and Strickland’s Zoological and Geological Bibliography, and Alder and 
Hancock's beautiful work on the Naked Marine Mollusca. The Report an- 
nounced that the next work to be published is one by Prof. Allman, of Edin- 
burgh, on the Fresh-water Polyps of Great Britain. Several other works 
were also announced on various departments of British Natural History. 





Amongst them are Prof. Williamson’s “British Foraminifera,” Mr. Bower™ 
bank’s “British Sponges,” and Mr. Blackwall’s “British Spiders” The 
present is a favorable opportunity for joining the Society, as the Council are 
now issuing a new series of books, and the value and interest of their works 
in a scientific point of view can hardly be over-rated. The Report of the 
Treasurer showed a very considerable amount of unpaid arrears, which it is 
to be hoped will be speedily paid up.— Athenaeum. 


An important contribution to the history of Wallenstein and the Thirty 
Years’ War has just been published by Herr von Chlumezky, Keeper of the 
Records at Braun. It is a collection of 329 hitherto unknown letters b 
Wallenstein, 62 letters and rescripts by the Emperor Ferdinand the Secon 
an | 26 letters by Romoald, Count Collalto, President of the Austrian War 
Department in the time of Wallenstein, All these valuable documents were 
discovered in the records of the castle of the Collalte family, at Pirnitz, and 
are now printed for the first time in Herr vou Chlumezky’s “ Regesten im 
Markgrafthume Miihren.” The records ot Pirnitz Castle contain, on the 
whole, about 3,000 letters of the official correspondence of Count Collalto, 
during the years 1620 to 1630. Of Wallenstein’s letters, printed by Herr 
von Chlumezky, 27 have been quoted by Hofrath von Hurter in his work, 
“ Zur Geschichte Wallenstein’s,” and one has been printed in Herr Forster's 
“ History of Wallenstein.” As Collalto was a most intimate friend of Wal- 
lenstein, a great interest attaches itself to this correspondence, which may, 
not without reason, be considered as the confidential: disclosure of Wallen- 
stein’s most secret thoughts and aspirations, 


The original maruseript of Schiller’s and Goethe's “ Xenien” has recently 
been published by 3aron Wendelin von Maltzahn, the learned reviser of the 
late Prof. Lachmarn’s standard edition of the collected works of Lessing. 
This manuscript, it would seem, has been discovered only a few rs back, 
and, coming into the hands of the late Dr. Eduard Boas, (one of the most in- 
genious, accomplished, and painstaking interpreters of the “ Xenien,”) after 
the publication of that gentleman’s excellent Isecuey monography, “ Schiller 
und Goethe im Xenien Kampfe,” it could no more be used for that work, and 
is now for the first time presented to the world by Baron Maltzahn, the 
surviving friend of Dr. Boas. It leaves no doubt as to which of the “ Xenien” 
were written by Schiller, and which owe their origin to Goethe; and con- 
tains, besides, forty-one ‘‘ Xenien,” which are printed now for the first time. 


Herr Ferdinand Gottfried von Herder, at Albisheim, a grandson of the 
German poet and philosopher of that name, has intrusted Prof. Dantzer, of 
Cologne, with the publication of the most important portion of his ancestor’s 
literary and private correspondence. The selection will comprise three 
volumes, the first of which is to contain Herder’s correspondence with Goethe, 
Schiller, Klopstock, Lenz, Jean Paul Richter, and Claudius. In the second 
volume, letters by Lavater, Jacobi, Mendelssohn, Haman, G. Forster, and 
Zimmermann will be found; and in the third the correspondence of Herder 
with Mdile. Caroline Fiachsland, afterwards his wife, will prove the chief 
attraction. The letters of Goethe (some of them written in the freshest time 
of his youth, from 1771 to 1772) are said to be of peculiar interest. The 
three volumes, of about thirty sheets each, will be published before the end 
of this month, and are eagerly expected by the German public. There can 
be no doubt but that they will add considerably te our knowledge of the 
classical period of German literature. 


The “ Mémoires du Due de Saint-Simon” are to appear in a new edition? 
editor, M. Cheruel; publisher, M. Hachette, Paris. e former editions of 
these celebrated memoirs were so disfigured by errors and misprints, that 
this new edition cannot but be welcome, 


The Academy of Inscriptions et Belles Lettres of Paris, held its annual 
sittings in that city a few days ago. A great number of prizes were dis- 
tributed to the authors of different works, on “ The Antiquities of France,” 
“The History of France,” and “Numismatics,” but none of them fell to 
Englishmen, After the announcement of the prizes to be awarded next year, 
M. Guigniant read an interesting paper “ On the labors of the French Sehool 
at Athens,” in the course of which he gave an account of the result of the 
researches made by its members by erder of the French Government, on the 
breaking out of the Eastern war, in the libraries of Jerusalem, Constanti 
and Mount Athos, It appears from it that the French have obtained copies 
of several writings of great interest, and amongst them some by a patriarch 
of Jerusalem, named Chrycanthus, who lived in the time of the later 
rors of Constantinople; an account, by a Greek named ndoulis, of the 
expedition of Peter I. on the Pruth, and the residence of Charles XII at 
Bender; a journal by Mavrocordato, a distinguished diplomatist who flour- 
ished in the end of the seventeenth century ; a political poem, by one 
“On the Last Years of the Greek Empire and the Reign of the post Sultan’s; 
official relations, in Greek, of embassies sent by Peter I. of Russia to China; 
and lastly, golden bulls of Greek emperors, a neaay See (falsely how- 
ever) to Saint Cyril, and a mass of documents of different kinds 
great light on the early history of the Greek church. M. 
read a valuable paper “On the International Treaties of the Greeks and 
Romans,” and M. Brunet de Presle, a “ Notice on the Tombs of the Emperors 
of Constantinople.” 


Out of one hundred and fifty-six poems in the French language, forwarded 
for competition for two prizes given by Monsieur de Decker of Brussels, the 
jury could not find one worthy of either first or second class reward: 
honoree, insisted that their business was not to find out the really 
the comparatively good, or rather the least bad. A Monsieur 
proved the successful competitor. 
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A curious advertisement has appeared at Paris. It offers for sale, by pri- 
vate contract, “the historical manuscripts, autograph and unpublished, of 
the late King Louis Philippe L., forming three volumes in folio, with erms and 
escutcheons,” and it declares that “all explanations and guarantees will be 
given to the purchaser as to the legal and legi imate possession of these mauu- 
scripts, as well as to the authenticity of them.” It adds that they do not 
form part of those which were stolen from the palace of the Tuileries, when 
it was invaded by the mob in the revolution of February, 1548. 


From the Report of the Booksellers’ Provident Institution, England, we 
find that during 1855 the sum of 784/. 18s. was expended in affording per- 
manent relief and temporary a-sistance; that since 1840, the period they 
commenced giving relief, a sum of nearly 6000/. has been distributed to 
ps a Spd members and twenty-nine widows of members; and that the sum 
inv amounts to 21,6107. 14s. 9d. The Provident Retreat, though in con- 
nection with the Institution (as only such members as are permanent re- 
cipients of it are eligible to reside there), has quite a distinct fund, and shows 
at the present time the sum of 1631/. 0s. 8d. invested towards a Permanent 
Maintenance Fund, the annual dividend on which is appropriated to the cur- 
rent nses in keeping the houses and grounds in repair; and in addition 
to the above sum. the Treasurer, Thomas Brown, Esq., announced that a 
legacy of 202. had been left to the “ Retreat" Fund by the late Samuel How, 
a Member of the Institution, and many years in the employ of the Messrs. 
Stevens, Law Booksellérs; and that those gentlemen, who were his executors 
and residuary legatees, have liberally presented their portion, amounting to 
the sum of 65/., also to the “‘ Retreat” Fund. On the 31st of December last 
the total number of Members having a beneficial interest amounted only to 
356 life and 105 annual. 


Osrruary.—M. Félix Dunal, doctor of medicine, correspondent of the In- 
stitute, senior member of the Faculty of Sciences of Montpelier, and profes- 
sor of botany, born in that city, Oct. 24th, 1789, died on the 29th of July 
last. M. Paul Gervais delivered a touching funeral discourse, in which he 
paid just homage to his merits as a savant aud his evcellent qualities in pri- 
vate life. M. Dunal, who devoted himself to scientific theories and their ap- 
plication, has published several memoirs relating to agricuiture, pathology 
and many other departments of natural science, which have appeared in dif- 
ferent collections, and of which several have been translated and republished. 
He wrote, among others the following works: Solanorum generumque affinium 
synopsis, 1816, 8vo..—Monographie des solanées, daus le T. XIiL du Prodro- 
mus regni vegetabilis, de M. de Candolle.—Monographie de la famille d s Anon- 
acées, 1817, 4to.—Journal Général de L’ Instruction Publique et des Cultes. 

On the 19th of July died in England Mr. C. M. Charles, in the thirtieth 
year of his age. He was the author, besides other works, of “ Claverston,’ 
“ Anon,” and a biography of Alfieri.

THE STEREOSCOPE. 


In addition to the many duties which the sun has faithfully and pune- 
tually performed for 6000 years or so, he has lately given attention to the 
fine arte. Since M. Daguerre, Prof. Draper, and others, have placed the 
painter’s pencil in his hand, and etaployed him in taking “ warranted like- 
nesses, or the money returned,” we have learned to look upon the centre of 
our solar system as something besides a mere warming apparatus for our 
lady mother the earth, and our respect is proportionably lucreased for the 
versatility of his talent, b discovering that he has extended his sphere in 
the domain of art, and wields the sculptor’s chisel with a skill that may make 
Powers hang his head (and perhaps, his body) in very despair.

Cathed Strasbourg, Westminster Abbey, Mont Blane, the Venus de 
Medici, Apollo Belvidere, the Leaning Tower of Pisa, Queen Victoria, the 


Imperial Baby, and the Bunker Hill Monument ; and though the Daguerreo- 
‘pe be not so high a manifestation of art as would meet the approval of 
r. Ruskin, not a few would prefer its minute exactness to any more poet- 

ical imagery. If this may be taken as popular sentiment, how much better 

pleased would the public eye be with not ouly a representation of such and 
such like objects as accurately as they can be conveyed upon a plane surface, 
but with a perfectly correct miniature wopet, in which all the parts are re- 

uced in their exact proportions, preserving their proper relative dis- 
tances, and bearing the same relation to the daguerreotype or photograph 
as the living group of the Siddons family would to Harlow’s picture of “ The 

Tryal of Queen Katherine.” And yet by the perfected Stereoscope this most 

wonderful wonder is accomplished. 

It has not escaped pretty general observation that animate creation, for 
the most part, eujoys the possession of duplicate eyes; and it has been 
shrewdly suggested that the especial purpose of this provision is, that a 

look out may be kept without dangerously twistiig the neck. With- 

out entering into any scientific investigation into the laws of optics we may 
remark that each eye is capable of receiving aud communicating impressions 
independently to the brain. If we look at a horse with the lett eye alone, 
- with the right eye alone, or with both eyes together, he is still a horse. 
we look at a daguerreotype in the same ma:iuer, it still remains a daguer- 
reot; We hope all our readers understand thoroughly the beautiiul dis- 
daction between monocular and binocular views, more particularly as we 
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den't. At any rate, it may be taken for granted that there is a differene 
which is all-sufficient for present purposes. By the binocular or two-e ed 
vir w, a very singular and remarkable effect can be produced. If two exact} 
similar daguerreotypes of the same object be taken and looked at eimulte. 
neously, one by each eye, all idea or appearance of plane surface is dispel. 
led, aud instead of a picture we see a reduced copy of the thing itself 
with its accessories, in all their relations as solid objects. Thus, in looking 
at daguerreotypes oi St. Peter’s in this manner, we would see a miniature p 
that edifice, not in relief, but a perfect and wonderful illusion of the church 
itself, within the dimensions of a walnut. By the same method we ma see 
2 carved statue, in little, of the Greek Slave, or a model of Mont Blane or 
of anything else. A group of persons is produced with all the fidelity of 
outline given by the daguerreotype, but without the slightest appearance 
of being a picture. A box, a tree, a road, does not convey the idea of sha 
or dimensions by means of the distribution of light and shade, foreshorten- 
ing, adjustment of outline, or relations of size, but becomes a small box, g 
small tree, or a small road, not seeming to be a large box or tree diminished 
by distance, but a small box or tree, near by, to be touched and played with 
and be broken, like children’s toys This idea of solidity is the basis of the 
name given to the apparatus by means of which these effects are j.roduced - 
aud the Stereoscope invented by Prof. Wheatstone, and modified and per. 
fected by Sir David Brewster, may be briefly described as a box to hold two 
pictures placed opposite two tubes containing refracting lenses to which the 
eyes are adjusted. 

Now, in this ease science, art, and business form a very harmonious trio 
and with interlocked arms smile amiably upon an appreciating public. In 
London, an association has been formed for the purpose of manufacturing 
the apparatus and obtaining remarkable views from all parts of the world, 
It is called the London Stereoscopic Company, and is at present doing a 
business of £100 a day. They sell a box and as many views as may be de 
sired from a collection of over 1,000 procured in Europe, Asia, and Africa, 
and can, with equal facility, introduce into any gentleman's parlor, or lady’s 
boudoir, the Coliseum of Rome, the Gate of the Casbah at Algiers, any ruin 
or scene which may be desired, or a fac-simile of the last discovery in Pom-

Sie Watrer Rarercu.—‘ He was a tall, handsome, and bold man; but his 
neeve (weakness) was, that he was damnably proud. Old S* Robert Harley 
of Brampton-Brian Castle (who knew him) would say *twas a great question 
who was the proudest, Sir W. or Sir Thomas Overbury, but the difference 
that was was judged on Sir Tho. side. . . . He (Sir Walter Raleigh) had a 
most remarkable aspect, an exceeding high forehead ; long-faced, and sour- 
eie-lidded; a kind of pig-eie. . . . Ihave heard my gr. mother say that when 
she was young, they were wont to talk of this rebus, viz. :— 

‘The enemie to the stomuch and the word of disgrace 
Is the name of a gentleman with a bold face.’ 

He was the first that brought tobacco into England and into fashion. In our 
oe of North Wilts—i. e. Malmesbury Hundred—it came into fashion by Sir 
Walter Long [a friend of Raleigh's}. They had first silver pipes: the ordi- 
nary sort made use of a walnut-shell and a straw. Ihave heard my gr-father 
Lyte say that one pipe was handed from man to man round the table. Sir 
W. R. standing in a stand at Sir Ro. Poyntz parke at Acton, tooke a pipe of 
tobacco, we® made the ladies quitt it till he had donne. Within these 35 years 
’twas scandalous for a divine to take tobacco. It was sold then for-its wayte 
in silver. I have heard some of our old yeomen neighbours say that when 
they went to Malmesbury or Chippenham market, they culled out their big- 
gest shillings to lay in the scales agaiust the tobacco. Now the customes of 
it are the greatest his maj''® hath ... He (Sir Walter Raleigh) studyed 
most in his sea-voyages, where he carried always a trunke of bookes along 
with him, and had nothing to divert him. A person’so much immerst in ac- 
tion all along and in fabrication of his owne fortunes (till his confinement in 
the Tower) could have but little time to study, but what he could spare in 
the morning. tle was no slug; without doubt had a wonderfull waking 
spirit. and great judgment to guide it. Durham-house was a noble palace; 
aiter he came to his greatness, he lived there, or in some apartment of it. I 
wel] remember his study, which was in a little turret that looked into and over 
the Thames, and had the prospect which is as pleasant perhaps as any in the 
world, and which not only sietinn the eie sight, but cheers the spirits, and 
(to speake my mind) I believe enlarges an ingeniose man’s thoughts. . . . In 
his youth his companions were boysterous blades, but generally those that 
had witt. . . . In his youthfull time was one Charles Chester, that often kept 
company with his acquaintance: he was a bold impertinent fellowe, and 
they could never be at quiet for him—a perpetual talker, and made a noyse 
like a drum in a roome; so, one time at a taverne, Sir W. R. beates him and 
seales up his mouth, i. e. his upper and neather beard, with hard wax. From 
him Beu Jonson takes his Carlo Buffone in Every Man out of his Humour... - 
At a consultation at Whitehall, after Queen Elizabeth’s death, how matters 
were to be ordered and what ought to be donne, Sir W. R. declared his 
opinion ’twas the wisest way for them to keep the government in their owne 
hands, and sett up a commonwealth, and not be subject to a needy beggarly 
nation. It seems there were some of this caball who kept not this secret, but 
that it came to King James's eare, who, at when the English noblesse 
mett and received him, being told, upon their presentment to his majest 

their names, when Sir W. R.’s name was told, ‘ Raleigh,’ said the King, ‘ 

my sou.e, mon, I have rawly beard of thee’... In his youth, for severall 
years, he was under streights for want of money. I remember that Mr. Th. 
Child of Worcestershire told me that Sir Walter borrowed a goune of him 
when he was at Oxford (they were both of the same coll.) which he never 
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restored, nor money for it. . . . Old Sir Thomas Malett, one of the Justices 
of the King’s Bench, tempore Car. I. et II., knew Sir W., and I have heard 
him say that notwithstanding his so great mastership of style, and his con- 
versation with the learnedest and politest persons, yet he spake broad Devon- 
shire to his dyeing day. His voice was small, as ikewise were my school- 
fellows’, his gr. nepheus’. . . . He was scandalized with atheisme: he was a 
bold man, and would venture at discourse which was unpleasant to the 
church-men. . . - In his speech on the scaffold, I heard my cozen Whitney 
say (and I thinke tis printed) that he spake not one word of Christ, but of 
the great and incomprehensible God, with much zeale and adoration, so that 
he concluded he was an a~Christ, not an a-theist. He tooke a pipe of tobacco 
a little before he went to the scaffold, w** some formall persons were scanda~ 
lized at, but I think twas well and properly donne, to settle his spirits..—
